Paris  Peate  Talks 
To  Begin  Today 


PARIS  (UPI)-Xuan  Thuy, 
North  Vietnam's  chief  negotiator, 
arrived  today  for  preliminary 
talks  with  the  United  States  and 
said  Hanoi  is  ready  for  formal 
peace  negotiations  as  soon  as  the 
United  States  agrees  to  end  bomb- 
ing of  the  North. 

Thuy  delayed  his  arrival  for 
more  than  three  hours  for  further 
strategy  talks  in  Moscow  with 
Soviet  leaders. 

Thuy  and  the  main  body  in  the 
Hanoi  delegation  landed  at  Le 
Bourget  Airport  after  stopover  in 
Peking  and  Moscow  for  consulta- 
tions with  Chinese  Communist 
officials  who  oppose  the  talks  and 
Soviet  officials  who  apparently 
encourage  them. 

“My  government  is  ready  to 
negotiate  peace  immediately  after 
an  agreement  is  reached  to  stop 
U.S.  bombing  raids  against  my 
country,”  Thuy  told  newsmen  at 
the  airport. 

U.S.  envoys  W.  Averell  Harri- 
man  and  Cyrus  B.  Vance  were 
due  in  at  8 p.m,  3 p.m.  EDT. 

HOPE  FOR  PROGRESS 

Before  leaving  Washington  they 
voiced  hope  that  “progress  can 
be  made  toward  a peaceful  set- 
tlement” of  the  Vietnam  War. 
Harriman  said  the  American 
delegation  was  going  to  Paris  “in 
a spirit  of  hope,  sincerity  and 
good  will.” 

Thuy  said  opening  of  the  pre- 
liminary talks  Friday  was  a “sign 
of  .American  military  defeat.” 

“Everyone  knows  that  the  Uni- 


ted States  government  has  sent 
more  than  500,000  troops  and  tens 
of  thousands  of  satellite  troops  for 
its  aggression  against  South  Viet- 
nam,” he  said.  “It  has  also 
launched  air  and  naval  bombard- 
ments against  North  Vietnam. 

“But  the  American  war  policy 
has  met  with  increasingly  heavier 
defeats  since  the  Vietnamese 
people  are  fighting  with  deter- 
mination against  American  ag- 
gression for  national  salvation  and 
are  winning  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  victories.” 

Thuy  spoke  in  Vietnamese  and 
his  remarks  were  translated  into 
French  by  a Vietnamese  inter- 
preter. 

STOP  BOMBING 

Thuy  said  he  came  to  Paris 
“for  official  conversation  with 
U.S.  representatives  in  order  to 
determine  with  the  American  side 
an  unconditional  cessation  of 
bombing  and  all  other  American 
acts  of  war  against  the  Democra- 
tic Republic  of  Vietnam  and  then 
to  discuss  other  problems  of  in- 
terest to  the  two  parties.” 

He  said  this  was  made  clear 
in  the  Hanoi  government’s  state- 
ments of  April  3 and  May  3 , 1968. 

Thuy’s  remarks  made  it  clear 
that  tough  negotiations  lay  ahead 
for  both  sides.  The  French  pre- 
dicted the  preliminary  talks  might 
well  expand  into  a full  dress  peace 
conference  in  Paris  and  lead  to- 
wards an  end  of  years  of  blood- 
shed. The  Americans  were  re- 
ported skeptical.

Hygiene  Problem  Serious 


MARKS,  Miss.  (UPI)— Negro 
blacksmiths  busily  shod  their 
mules  and  civil  rights  workers 
painted  slogans  on  their  covered 
carts  Thursday  before  wagan  trains 
of  the  Poor  People’s  March  on 
Washington  pulled  out  on  the  first 
leg  of  its  journey. 

The  15-mule-drawn  wagons  were 
to  have  rolled  out  on  the  trek  east 
at  noon,  but  the  departure  was  de- 
layed several  hours  by  the  shoeing 
of  the  mules. 

It  was  the  most  symbolic  of  all 
the  segments  of  the  massive 
march,  conceived  by  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  before  he  was  as- 
sassinated last  month  in  Memphis. 

USE  NINE  BUSES 


Other  elements  of  the  march 
were  rolling  toward  their  destina- 
tion in  buses.  The  Southern  cara- 
van was  en  route  from  Birming- 
ham to  Atlanta,  where  the  400  per- 
sons, traveling  in  nine  rickety 
buses,  were  to  march  past  King’s 
home  and  attend  a rock  ’n  roll 
concert. 

The  “freedom  bus”  portion  of  the 
march,  also  about  400  strong,  rolled 
out  of  Nashville  bound  for  Knox- 
ville with  a doctor’s  warning  that 
unless  they  bathed  soon  they  would 
encounter  “a  real  problem.” 

The  New  England  march  was  to 
leave  later  from  Boston,  bound 
for  Providence,  R.I. 

The  last  of  the  contingent  at 
Marks,  the  Southern  pumping-off 
point  for  the  march,  struck  their 
tents  on  the  outskirts  of  town 
Thursday  and  began  hammering 
shoes  on  the  hooves  of  ther  33 
mules.

The  creaking  wagons  were  cov- 
ered with  new  white  tops,  made  by 
a committee  headed  by  a white 
woman  from  Huntsville,  Ala.  The 
tops  were  decorated  with  slogans 
such  as  “We  shall  Overcome”  and 
“I  See  A New  Day.”

URGES  ANTICRIME  BILL 


WASHINGTON  UPI  — President  John- 
son urged  the  Senate  Thursday  to  enact 
promptly  his  anticrime  bill,  including  a 
tough  gun  control  law. 

In  a strongly  worded  letter  to  Senate 
Democratic  Leader  Mike  Mansfield,  the 
President  asked:  “What  in  the  name  of 
conscience  will  it  take  to  pass  a truly  ef- 
fective gun  control  law'?  Plas  not  the  high- 
powered  mail  order  rifle  brought  tragedy 
enough  to  America?” 

In  urging  rapid  Senate  passage  of  the 
crime  bill,  Johnson  said:  “The  mugger  and 
the  murder  will  not  wait — neither  must  we.” 

Mansfield  read  the  President’s  letter  to 
the  Senate  and  added  a plea  of  his  own  that 
the  Senate  “get  down  to  brass  tacks”  and 
move  the  bill.

First,  the  girls  were  shaken  by 
the  “freedom”  married  men  dis- 
played. Then  they  were  shocked 
by  the  loose  European  moral  stand- 
ards in  general.  And  lastly,  the  in- 
ability to  communicate  well  in 
French  has  led  many  an  unsus- 
pecting BYU  coed  into  awkward 
and  embarrasing  situations  with 
the  smooth-talking  Frenchmen. 

I know  you  guys  think  I must  be 
nuts,  but  really— this  isn’t  wine  and 


roses.  Let  me  give  you  a few  ex- 
amples to  illustrate.  First  there 
was  the  embarrassment  of  living 
above  and  being  with  60  females. 

Worse  than  the  living  conditions, 
however,  is  the  fact  that  it  is  al- 
most impossible  to  date  or  in  other 
ways  show  favoritism  to  any  of  the 
girls  without  falling  into  disfavor 
with  over  half  of  the  group.
